Moreover, your business activities
are similar to the| business activities of the subsidiary
described in Situation 2 of Rev. Rul. 77-316, 1977-2 C.B. 53,
whose primary and predominant business activity was held not to
be that of an insurance company. Consequently, because you are
not an insurance cbmpany or association, you do not meet the
statutory requirements for exemption under section 501(c) (15) of
the code. {
